Shall We Throw 
Christmas Away? 


Rw of us like to think that we are stouthearted fellows 
who would never submit meekly to robbery. Perhaps we are; 
it is good to endow ourselves with tenacity and courage. It 
gives us something to live up to when the test comes. 

But somehow, when it comes to our spiritual possessions, 
we are not so brave. For example, a young woman said the 
other day: “I just can’t celebrate Christmas this year. All this 
killing! Sorrow and hatred everywhere! How can I believe in 
the Christmas spirit again? If I celebrated Christmas—if I 
dressed a tree and sang carols—I’d feel like a hypocrite.” 


PERHAPS ALL OF Us feel somewhat that way, and—the flesh 
being weak—we are not greatly to be blamed. But isn’t that 
attitude an attitude of defeat? Isn’t it running away on a 
spiritual battlefield? Isn’t there something inherent in the 
Christmas spirit of goodwill that is too precious to yield to war 
without at least a good fight? Isn’t the Christmas spirit a trust 
—a property entail—that we are bound to hand on, as one of 
the priceless possessions of our race, to our children? If we give 
up to cynicism and despair, aren’t we pulling down a struc- 
ture that has taken centuries to build? 


No poust it is.so; but how are we really to live Christmas 
again? Our minds are full of the murders of Lidice, of the 
horrors of mutilated women and children in the rubbish heaps 
of London. How shall we find it possible to do more than put 
on a smiling mask at Christmas time, like a player in a Greek 
drama? 

And a mask will not do. It would be better and easier to 
abandon the Christmas spirit of goodwill, of gift-giving, of un- 
selfishness, of happiness in the pleasure of others, in the rubbish 
heap of our other lost illusions. 

No, we must really recover the Christmas spirit in fact, or 
we must abandon it as a pious fraud. 


PERHAPS THERE is a way to save Christmas, to realize more 
clearly than ever before its implications. Let us put ourselves 
in the place where the Christmas spirit is most likely to be 
found, and see if we can find it there for ourselves. 

There is only one place to go: to a little child. Pick out a 
little one—one so small that he does not yet play commando 
across the back lots; one who never heard—and would not 
understand if he did hear—of the travail of Warsaw or the 
march from Bataan. He need not even be old enough to walk; 
perhaps not big enough to talk. But he is big enough to show 
in his face what he is thinking. And you are keen enough to 
read those thoughts—thoughts so far removed from the bitter 
things that you are thinking. He is big enough to infect you 
with the beneficent germ of happiness thru his happiness. He 
will make Christmas live for you again. He will make you 
realize that in him and in millions like him lie endless possibil- 
ities for good in every country in the 
world. Is it not significant that bad actions 
have to be learned; that in the very cd o 
young we see nothing of the evil heart? ‘

Cottens Even Searcer 


The cotton-fabrics situation prob- 
ably will be more acute before it’s 
better.

To cut down fire hazards to your 
cottons, dip draperies, curtains, 
ironing-board covers, and slip-cov- 
ers in a solution of 7 ounces borax, 
3 ounces boric acid, 2 quarts of wa- 
ter (or multiples of these amounts). 
Each item should be thoroly wetted 
or washed first, dried, and then 
soaked in the solution and hung to 
dry. Iron, if necessary, when almost 
dry. The solution covers the surface 
of the treated fabric with a flame- 
resistant film.

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-™ the fun of remodeling is in the planning you do be- 
fore calling in an architect. These pages are to assist you in 
those first planning stages, when a faltering step or a plunge 
in the wrong direction may cost you, and painfully. 

First question is, “‘Shall I remodel?” No experience story can 
answer that one. The answer depends upon your own house. 
Put sentiment aside and appraise your home thoroly. 


Is your home structurally sound enough to warrant 
remodeling? Each board and nail in a house can make the 
whole structure stronger or weaker. Before you make definite 
remodeling plans, check the foundation, sills, joists, chimney, 
frame, windows, roof, plastering, heating, plumbing, wiring. 
Plumbing that won’t quite do or heating that isn’t quite ade- 
quate is as bad as no plumbing or heating at all. The real 
value of sound structure, unfortunately, never shows in 
the face of the house. But the family inside soon finds out. 


Do the size and room arrangement suit your needs? 
Are the ceilings too high or too low? Are the rooms too large 
or too small? Are major partition changes necessary? Remem- 
ber that it costs as much to move a partition six inches as six 
feet. If you want to move a stairway, count your pennies. 

If your remodeling prospect has a respectable tho outdated 
face, you’re in luck. However, it’s often much easier to beau- 





tify a strong but ugly face than to make a good house from a 
pretty face with a weak frame. Today’s home-owners, in- 
heriting cities full of over-decorated, middle-aged homes, can 
transform many derelicts merely by pruning away frantic 
fretwork and refreshing with paint and a new roof. 


Are the lot and location good enough? Neighborhoods go 
in cycles; today their value’s up, tomorrow it’s down. If the 
location is definitely past its peak, go slow on your remodeling 
expenditures. If the changes you plan will make your house 
the biggest and best in a group of modest homes, watch out— 
you may not get your money back if you have to resell. 


Will your lot accept the changes? [If it’s small, and _ pro- 
posed additions to your house will crowd the grounds, don’t 
make them. Are you taking advantage of ground contours 
and trees? Will the proposed changes introduce problems 
sometimes disastrous—of grading or drainage? Will the new 
ell be buried in the ground? Will there be water under the 
new addition? If there’s a rock ledge under the topsoil, have 
you checked the cost of blasting to make way for foundations? 
When you’ve sized up your home and its grounds, find out 
how much it will cost to put the house in good working order. 
If this figure is low, if the neighborhood is good, and (if you’re 
buying) the purchase price is right, remodeling is right for you. 








The first thing to do when 
you start to remodel is to 
check up on the sun. Its 
position thruout the day 
should have a lot to do with 
window positions, size of 
eaves, and room locations. 
For instance, in many post- 
Victorian houses the stair 
hall was on the south side, 
where it completely shut off 
the light of the sun. 


The least you cando when 
you start to remodel is to let 
the sun stream in. 


Another idea for this type 
of house is to add a well- 
proportioned vestibule.

Start from the inside, thus: Take pencil and paper and 
make a list of things you have in your house. Then on the 
other side of the paper make a list of things you need, or want. 
Perhaps it’s better to put down the things you need; what you 
want may be altogether too extravagant. 

First list ““Things We Have’’: Hall, no closet. Double par- 
lors; dining-room. Kitchen; two pantries. Four bedrooms, one 
bath, and attic space. Cellar, with an old-fashioned furnace. 


Now list ‘““Things We Need”’: 


First floor. A new closet in the hall. Comfortable living- 
room with good circulation. Study with bookshelves. Dining- 
room with china cupboards. Kitchen with cabinet space and 
broom closet. Breakfast nook or snack bar. 


Second floor. A comfortable bedroom for great-aunt Harriet. 
Room for Jimmy, with a place for books and a closet for his 
things. The same for Susan. Guest room. Another bathroom. 


Over-all. More window space. Attached garage. Open porch. 
These are the main things. You may need a new staircase, 
and a new entrance and all sorts of incidentals that come with 
them, but get the main points first and list the main needs first. 
After you have made these two lists, check the sketches on 
these pages for technical pointers. 


Whether they looked right 
or not, porches were invari- 
ably on the front of the 
house, where great-aunt 
Harriet could lounge and 
watch the passing parade. 


One of the first bits of sur- 
gery you may want to per- 
form is to remove the porch 
and add a new one at the 
side or rear, wherever it will 
best help the looks of the 
house on its grounds. 








Here a porch at the side 
gives added breadth to a 
boxy house and a terrace at 
the front helps pull the house 
down to the ground. 


















The lumber-catalog bun- 
galow of 30 years ago is a 
standard eyesore in our sub- 
urbs today. Luckily, many of 
these old monstrosities were 
soundly built and are worth 
the remodeling effort. 


By removing the front 
porch, terracing the grounds 
and changing sash and 
blinds, you get a happy solu- 
tion. With the old porch 
torn off, the front rooms 
get more light and the house 
no longer appears to be 
snarling at callers. j; 


Such a change needn’t be 
expensive. Little new ma- 
terial has been added to 
bring about the change 
shown here. The chimney 
has been fattened to bring it 
into scale, shutters have 
been added, and a few 
changes have been made in 
windows and doors. But 
what a difference in beauty! 


If you have an old one- 
story house, DON’T add 
shed dormers to gain up- 
stairs rooms. On only a few 
types of houses can this be 
done with pleasing results. 


The best way to add bed- 
rooms to a one-story house 
(if there’s room on your lot) 
is by adding wings or utiliz- 
ing present sheds as attached 
living quarters. 


It is unwise to add a wing 
too bulky for the proportions 
of the original house.

_ = wanted a garden, so here’s what the Willard Hudsor 
of Winchester, Massachusetts, did to a bare, unpromising lot. 
There was nothing but the house on it when they took over. 

‘“‘] wanted a pool somewhere,” says Mrs. Hudson, “‘so I went 
thru the house looking from the windows of all the first-floor 





rooms. I wanted it where it could be enjoyed from indoors as 
well as out. Finally, from the side dining-room window I could 
visualize a pool edged with rocks interspersed with the cool 
green of leaves, and gay with blossoms. That’s how we began.” 

A low rock wall laid dry and well-chinked with ingratiating 
rock plants takes care of the fall between the pool garden and 
the colorful little circular garden in the corner, while stil! 
another wall has been built to help make the boundary line. 

The sharp drop in grade back of the house gave reason for 
the big rock garden which ties house to garden on that side. It 
also provides choice pockets and plateaus for daphnes, coral- 
bells, bleedinghearts, and smaller fry like ajuga, sedums, sem- 
pervivums, and sweet-smelling thymes. 

Willard Hudson, let it be known, is one of these “handy 
men.”’ He built the birdhouse, the cupola that tops the garage, 
a waterwheel for the pool, and the copper lamp that lights the 
way to the fireplace shelter on moonless nights. A handmade 
garden it is literally—for it all started from scratch. 






This pool and its planting was one 
of the first bits of the new garden. 
That’s wintercreeper that makes 
the mat at the end, and large- 
leaved saxifrage that provides 
contrast for small things set in to 
bloom from snowdrops to frost 


This small paved garden fits 
into the low corner next the 
boundary line planted with 
hemlocks, spruce, and climbing 
roses. Water piped to the foun- 
tain keeps a fresh drink ready 
for the birds. The pool and its 
planting connect with this by 
shallow steps set with flowers

Tiiitiines gardens have a wealth and variety of plants al- 
most too good to be true. Hardy hemlocks and oaks grow sturdily, 
and so do waxy magnolias and the lavender-plumed paulownia 
or Empress Tree. 

Azaleas never flame brighter or higher than they do in Ten- 
nessee. Showy rhododendrons grow as large as old lilacs do in 
New Hampshire, but Tennessee gardens have the lilacs, too. 
They grow splendid boxwood, hollies, and daffodils to match 
those of Virginia and the Carolinas and at the same time, tall iris 
and daylilies to rival the best of those in the Midwest. 

They’ve been making fine gardens for a long, long time in 
Tennessee, and even the new ones have the delightful quality of 
“belonging.” This goes for those in Knoxville’s foothills, the ones 
perched in niches along the very brows of Lookout and Signal 
Mountains and along Missionary Ridge in Chattanooga, as well 
as those cupped among Nashville’s rounded hills, and big and 
little gardens dotting prodigal cotton-conscious Memphis. 

Green enclosures, simple designs, and well-weathered stone 
have much to do with this. And you see such interesting things 
done with trees—magnolias, redbuds, and dogwoods (as well as 
Amusing and ever so original against the garden side wisterias, roses, firethorns, and forsythias) trained to make flat 
of the garage is this old iron hat rack which now holds decorations against the house walls.

ia look what a bit of bright trim can do for your 
furnishings. It costs little, goes on in a jiffy with paste, tacks, 
or stitching, and brings styie to all sorts of home furnishings 
you'll not be replacing till peacetime. 

For the pasting jobs you'll find a strong fabric cement sold 
at your dime store . . . or if you paint the under surface, just 
press on the fringe while the paint is “‘tacky”’ and it will stick 
like your best friend. 

If it’s tack work, use the fancy headed tacks if you want

them to show; use gimp tacks if you wish them to hide their 
heads in the fringe. 

You can do some of the sewing by hand. No matter how 
big or uneven the stitches, they won’t show if the thread 
matches.

A “SUITCASE WIFE,” also referred to as a “‘tag- 
along,” is a girl who follows her serviceman-husband 
wherever in this country Uncle Sam decides to 
send him. 

Often it’s to a camp of 20,000 or more, planked 
down next to a town of 8,000 or less. In such cases an 
“apartment”’’ is likely to mean one room and a hath 
shared with other people. 

Sometimes it happens that the tagalong can’t even 
find a room when she reaches town, and has to camp 
out on somebody’s front porch. If no front porches 
are available at the moment, she has been known to 
go to the police station and ask to be taken in there. 

She counts herself lucky if her apartment boasts a 
sink or lavatory of its own where she can wash things 
out, for laundry is one of the great problems of our 
peripatetic population. If she manages to wangle a 
private bath, she’s a Doris Duke among service 
wives. That’s what the tagalong shops for first—a 
nice bathroom. 

She may share kitchen privileges—one shelf in the 
refrigerator and use of the stove—with several other 
service wives and a landlady, or she could be lucky 
and have a gas or electric plate in her room. She 
may, however, have no cooking or laundry facilities 
at all, and be forced to “‘eat out” all the time and 


watch her chance to do her hand-washing in the 
community lavatory. 

The picture isn’t all gloomy, tho. The wily tag- 
along, as she learns the ropes, eventually manages to 
acquire a friend who has a friend who knows some- 
body that’s about to move out. Our tagalong gets 
first dibs on the apartment.

Christmas Cutout Cookies 


“Stars, trees, camels, and Santa himself 
—all made from spicy, molasses cooky 
dough’? — 


Y4cup shortening 1 teaspoon salt 


Y cup sugar 1 teaspoon soda 
1 egg 1 teaspoon 
1 cup light cinnamon 
molasses 1 teaspoon 
4 cups enriched ginger 
flour 


Thoroly cream shortening and 
sugar; add egg and beat well; add 
molasses and blend. Sift dry ingre- 
dients; add to creamed mixture. 
Chill thoroly. Spoon out only 
enough dough for each cooky; roll 
Y4-inch thick on waxed paper. 
Make your own tree, star or Santa 
pattern of cardboard and lightly 
place on dough; cut out with knife— 
cutting thru waxed paper. Lift to 
greased cooky sheet; chill. Bake in 
hot oven (400°) 10 minutes. Remove 
waxed paper from back; cool. Dec- 
orate with cooked frosting—part 
white, part colored with red veg- 
etable coloring.

Cooked Frosting: Cook 2 cups 
sugar, 34 cup water, 1 tablespoon 
light corn sirup or 4 teaspoon 
cream of tartar, and a dash of salt 
over low heat, stirring until sugar 
dissolves.

Will He Be Changed? 


own words will be that much wiser. 

We must remember what our 
army psychologists have pointed out, 
that when Bill finally became ad- 
justed to the service, he found there 
almost everything a man needs in 
life. He had the sense of being want- 
ed, of being admired. He had a great 
motive to spur him on, nothing less 
than saving his country from dis- 
aster. He had the distinction of 
wearing a uniform. He had security: 
no matter what happened to his pay, 
his bed and board were provided 
and another payday was coming. 
He had no need to decide his own 
course of action; that was done for 
him. He had no real need to show 
responsibility toward others, the 
way a man must toward his family. 

A man doesn’t easily give up the 
prestige of his uniform and the ad- 
miration of a nation for the anony- 
mous dress of a civilian. Nor is he 
instantly ready to assume all the 
small and large decisions of inde- 
pendent life after two or three years 
of accepting the decisions of others. 


On TOP of that, for combat troops 
at least, the service introduces the 
heady spice of danger. Bill’s mind 
will go to a certain small field in 
France where he spent five timeless 
hours while his eyes inspected grass 
roots. He will remember how the 
stone fence, just thirty yards away, 
was so remote and unattainable as 
to be in another world. He’ll con- 
trast it with the field behind his 
house—a field you can cross any 
time, standing up. 

He may feel like the two veterans 
of World War I who were analyzing 
what was wrong with the home 
town, back in 1919. 

“Do you know,” one of them said, 
“there’s no danger here. Not one 
damn thing is going to happen. We 
can walk down that alley, and we’re 
safe.” 

It may seem incredible that a man 
needs and misses danger. Bill will be 
the first to tell you that when it 
comes to battle he’s had enough. Let 
somebody else be a hero. Yet, with- 
out the thrill, the uncertainty, the 
Big Question Mark, life is dismally 
tasteless and unworthwhile. 


But will sip a cup of coffee at 
home and he’ll recall his first cup of 
hot coffee after three days of cold ra- 
tions in the field. He’ll try to tell you 
what a great and ineffable experi- 
ence that cup of coffee was. He’ll try 
to tell you about a certain bath in a 
tepid pail of water, the first time he 
had his clothes off in two weeks. But 
words will fail him. Nobody could 
possibly understand. 

A man cannot readily change 
from the tense, spicy, planless march 
of service life to the hard, independ- 
ent, responsible life of the civilian. 
He’ll resent the flat and humdrum 
days. He’ll postpone the time of de- 
cision. In his own discontent he may 
strike out angrily at the stay-at- 
homes who rolled in luxury and used 
up black-market gas while others 
were doing the fighting. 

It will help Bill, if he falls into this 
attitude, for him to have a talk with 
someone, preferably a man who has 
been thru the adjustment Bill is

making. That man would say to him: 

“Look here, Bill. I understand 
your side of it. The poignant fear 
when the first bomb whistled down 
and the first shell screamed over. 
The precious lost years while folks 
at home were getting ahead, and 
the boys in essential industries were 
copping the girls. No man at home 
could possibly have sacrificed as 
much as a serviceman, and believe 
me we're grateful. 

“At the same time it’s a mistake 
to put yourself in a different class 
from civilians, because this was a 
war of all the people. We were all 
under orders from the same head- 
quarters. We’d have gone if we’d 
been called, or had been young 
enough, or strong enough. We 
weren’t called, and that was the 
luck of the draw. So you went and 
we stayed home. 

“And I think you’ll admit we did 
a whale of a job. The stuff really 
poured out, once we got started. 
There has never been such produc- 
tion for war in all the history of the 
world. We had our casualties too, 
from old people working too long at 
machines and men and women of 
uncertain health burning the mid- 
night oil until they cracked. 

‘Sure, there were profiteers on 
the home front, black marketers and 
chiselers. You’ll always find chiselers 
and goldbricks, but you’ll be the 
first to admit that not all the gold- 
bricks were stay-at-homes. You had 
them in the service, too, the hand- 
shakers, the men who wangled a soft 
assignment, and the guys who 
hugged the side of the shell-hole 
while the rest of you got°up and 
went on. The people at home were 
no better or worse, on the average, 
than those who went. 

“The fact is that we all did a great 
job, in mufti and in uniform. You 
fellows made the biggest contribu- 
tion, and nobody can deny that. 
But that doesn’t entitle you to step 
on the home folks, or expect some- 
body to hand you security on a sil- 
ver platter. 

“Because you’re out of uniform, 
now. You’ve got to pick up and go 
ahead. You’re back now in what we 
call ‘competitive society.’ 

“For a couple of years, the word 
competition hasn’t meant a thing to 
you. Let me define it for you: 

“Competition means doing a bet- 
ter job of keeping books. It means 
giving the customer better service at 
your gas station, so he’ll come to you 
instead of the station down the block. 
It means ringing more doorbells, 
making more calls, if you’re a sales- 
man. Digging harder for that story 
if you’re a reporter. 

*‘Sounds distasteful, I know. Sort 
of puny and materialistic and cheap. 
That’s because, for a couple of years 
now, comradeship and fortitude 
have been the only virtues worth 
mentioning, and nothing else has 
been important. Where you’ve been, 
the mere touch of a shoulder has 
been the most vital and comforting 
sensation in the world. No wonder 
the idea of competition is strange. 
But if you’ll think of it, not as step- 
ping on somebody else, but as living 
up to the best that’s in you, maybe 
you'll get the idea. [ Turn to next page

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This is the kind of talk we of the 
last war needed but didn’t particu- 
larly want to hear. It’s what the men 
and women of this war need, too. 
Because when the drums are stilled 
there won’t be soldiers and civilians. 
There’ll just be Americans. 


War's aftermath will bring many 
dislocations to all the Bills of the 
country who come home with no 
outward scars, but with inward dis- 
turbances as vital as scars. Many 
hasty wartime marriages will go on 
the rocks. From studies of previous 
wars, sociologists predict that di- 
vorces will reach their peak during 
the two years after the war. The 
divorce rate, which was 220 per 
thousand marriages in 1941, might 
well be double that in 1946, or 1947. 

A businessman confided in a 
friend that his son’s marriage was 
already a wartime casualty. The 
pair were separated, and the busi- 
nessman was keeping the child until 
the son, still in the service, returned. 

“T’ll probably keep both the baby 
and my son until he marries again,” 
the man said. Then he thought a 
moment. He was a kindly man who 
willingly shouldered the burdens of 
others. “I guess that’s what parents 
are for, to pick up the pieces and 
help patch up their kids’ lives, when 
they get into jams.” 

There'll be much patching for 
parents to do during the difficult 
years of readjustment. It is one of 
the prices we pay for war. 

To offset the emotional upsets, 


many of our Bills will come out of 
the service with valuable technical 
training that will give them a head 
start on a postwar career. High- 
school boys with no especial back- 
ground will leave the army and 
navy as competent engineers, phar- 
macists, airplane and automobile 
servicemen, and radio experts. 
Many have taken correspondence 
courses for which they will be en- 
titled to college credit. 

One young radar expert in the 
air service discovered a means of 
increasing the distance at which air- 
planes could be detected from 150 


- to 300 miles. Upon discharge he was 


instantly employed by a large radio 
corporation. 

As a people, we promise to be a 
little more intelligent, this time, in 
helping Bill make the difficult trans- 
ition to civilian status. He will re- 
ceive mustering-out pay ranging 
from $100 to $300 depending on his 
length of service. Federal and state 
laws have been passed to enable Bill 
to get his old job back (if the jobs are 
there), and to give Bill preference if 
he seeks a state or federal civil 
service position. There will be un- 
employment benefits for the out-of- 
work serviceman and Government- 
guaranteed loans for the man who 
wants to go farming, start a business, 
or build a home. 

But by far the most helpful pro- 
vision in the Servicemen’s Readjust- 
ment Act of 1944 (the G. I. Bill of 
Rights) is the provision for the edu- 
cation of veterans. [ Turn to next page

This is a heartening measure for 
all thefparents, wives, and friends 
who are properly concerned about 
Bill’s prompt readjustment to peace- 
time living. It provides that the 
Government will pay for the educa- 
tion of any veteran whose schooling 
has been interrupted by the war. 


FurTHERMORE, if the veteran 
wasn’t over 25 when he entered the 
service, it shall be deemed that his 
schooling was interrupted. He will 
get a minimum of a year if he has 
served 90 days. He can get up to four 
years. 

Veterans over 25 at induction will 
have to show that their education 
was interrupted. For these men, in 
the opinion of Veterans Bureau 
officials, the interpretation will be 
liberal. You and I, as friends of Bill, 
should demand that if be liberal. 

Taking advantage of the law will 
involve little more for the veteran 
than going to the school of his 
choice, presenting his credentials, 
and enrolling. The Government will 
pay tuition and all fees up to $500 a 
year, and will give the veteran a 
subsistence allowance if he is single 
of $50 a month; married, $75. 

Our messenger boys who have 
become captains and our hand 
truckers who have become majors 
may not want to return to their old 
jobs. Yet, without special training, 
it may be difficult for them to realize 
upon their new-found capacities for 
leadership. A college education or a 
business school training will give 
them the opportunity they need. 


Bur most of all, for our plain Bills 
who are groping their way about in 
civilian clothes, assailed by hidden 
fears for their personal and indi- 
vidual futures, the privilege of going 
to school will be a heaven-sent 
chance to orient themselves and get 
a fresh start on the business of living. 

There will be plenty of agencies to 
advise Bill on how to go about it: 
the Red Cross, the veterans’ groups, 
any United States Employment 
Service office. Yet every community 
in the United States might well have 
a Veterans’ Advisory Council de- 
voted to the interests of the return- 
ing serviceman. 

There’s much that such a group, 
with imaginative leadership, could 
do. You could provide a meeting 
place—a sort of postwar U.S.O. You 
could have at your finger tips al? the 
information on the rights and bene- 
fits of veterans. You could organize 
home economics classes for the 
young wives of soldiers and sailors 
not yet home, forewarning them of 
the adjustments to come and pre- 
paring them for it. Conimunity aid 
of this kind may save some of our 
wartime marriages. 

Most of all, an advisory council 
should have on its staff sympathetic 
men, preferably veterans of the last 
war, who could sense when a man is 
at loose ends, and say to him: 

“See here, Bill. I know what 
you’re going thru because I went 
thru it myself. It isn’t easy, picking 
up the threads, but it’s got to be 
done. And there’s no use putting off 
the day.”

‘Dare I have a baby now? But dare 
I wait?” 

Then when a baby’s’ on the way, 
another conflict arises. “Is it fair to 
subject the baby to the hardships of 
following John around? But is it fair 
to John to deprive him of the baby?” 

Usually it’s John who wins out. 
Most of the storkers stick till their 
husbands get their final orders. 
Sometimes they have to split their 
family to do it, sending an older 
child home to Mother and keeping 
the baby with them, or vice versa. 
The tragedy comes when a husband 
is shipped out just before a baby’s 
due to arrive, or when service ex- 
igencies require a wife to travel at 
times when she shouldn’t. 

There are a good many miscar- 
riages and premature births among 
service wives, and is it any wonder? 


Tue foregoing are some of the 
reasons for the Stork Clubs which 
the USO has set up in its branches 
all over the country. Here the girls 
can get together, comfort and cheer 
each other, and exchange solutions 
for their various problems. The 
USO helps them out in many cases. 

In El Paso, Texas, the USO main- 
tains a ““Loan Cradle” which pro- 
vides all the desperately needed 
baby equipment a suitcase wife can’t 
very well lug around with her— 
beds, bassinets, high chairs, baby 
buggies, et cetera. —Townspeople 
loanéd this equipment in response to 
ads placed in the papers. 

Many USO’s maintain day nur- 
series; conduct classes in prenatal 
and child care; offer sewing ma- 
chines, cooking and laundry facilities. 

I get letters from so many young 
service mothers, and others taken - 
from home by the war, that I 
thought I’d like to see for myself 
what they’re up against. The Frank 
Morrises, of the USO at York, 
Nebraska—he’s the director, and 
she has charge of the activities for 
wives—have taken a special interest 
in their storkers. They’ve two 
daughters of their own married to 
men in the service. Maybe that’s 
why. 

Talking with Ruth Morris and 
with a number of the storkers, I got 
this picture of the chief problems. 


Problem No. 1 seems to be, “‘How 
can I find out the things I'd like to know 
about preparing for my baby, and its care 
afterwards?” 

DON’T ask your doctor what to 
get for your layette. There are count- 
less places where you can get that 
type of information—the nearest de- 
partment store, to name one. DO 
ask him to recommend a good book 
or two on the expectant mother and 
the care of babies. You can get good 
lists at the public health center, and 
books at the library. Study them. 
They'll answer most of your general 
questions. Those about your person-

Problem No. 2 seems to be “With 
no help \obtainable how can I manage 
when I first get home from the hospital?’ 

Get together with another girl 
or girls in similar plight and plan to 
help each other out. There’s prob- 
ably a young wife in the next block 
or a few doors away with exactly 
your problem. Suggest to her that 
she come in a few hours a day and 
help you when you first get home 
from the hospital, and you’ll do the 
same when her turn comes. The 
pioneer women used to help each 
other. You young mothers today are 
pioneering, too. © 


Problem 3, “How long before the 
birth of my baby, and how soon after- 
wards, is it safe for me to travel?” 

This generation is being born on 
the run! Don’t travel, tho, unless it’s 
a matter of life or death, during the 
first three months of your pregnancy 
—that’s when miscarriages are most 
likely to occur. Don’t travel if you’re 
suffering from nausea, or another of 
the annoyances of pregnancy. 

After the first three months, if 
you’re feeling fine and your doctor 
says it’s all right, you may move if 
you must. Check with a physician, 
however, about your plans and the 
method of travel you use. 

By six weeks before Baby is timed 
to arrive, go to wherever you plan to 
be confined and stay there. Don’t 
plan to go anywhere after that until 
the baby is at least 2 months, and 
preferably 3 months old. Tiny ba- 
bies shouldn’t be on public carriers 
and you yourself will hardly be able 
to meet the rugged demands of to- 
day’s travel very soon after your 
confinement. 

When you do start out, make res- 
ervations well beforehand, and plan 
not to have to take more than one 
small bag with you, for there may be 
times when you’ll have to carry both 
baby and luggage. 


No. 4, “How can I train my baby as 
Pd like to when I live in somebody else’s 
house, and other people will be kept 
awake by his crying?’ 

That’s where your doctor can 
help you, and you shouldn’t hesitate 
to ask him to. A well infant who is 
getting enough to eat of the right 
sort of food doesn’t cry all night. 

If your baby is keeping everyone 
awake, the chances are either that 
he is ill or that his food isn’t right. 
So instead of walking the floor with 
him, bouncing him up and down, or 
taking him into your own bed, ask 
your doctor to find out what is caus- 
ing the excessive crying. Correct it. 
When that’s done, you'll be able to 
train your baby, and to follow a 
schedule, with less annoyance to in- 
nocent bystanders than would hap- 
pen if you pick up your baby at 
every squawk. 

At York, a number of ex-storkers 
—they graduate from the club after 
the baby arrives—brought their 
babies to the USO for me to see, and 
I’ve never beheld lovelier ones. 
Tagalongs and suitcase wives are 
doing a grand job of baby-rearing, 
in spite of the odds against them. 
But they’ll be glad, I know, when 
they can settle in one place and start 
fixing up their own homes instead of 
a long succession of temporary 
quarters.

Experiment on a 
sample piece of wood before paint- 
ing the toys. Use about one-fourth 
as much water for the colors as you 
would use for food or egg coloring. 
Small toys can be dipped in the so- 
lution, larger ones painted with a 
clean water-color brush. The paint 
should be permitted to soak into the 
wood, After the paint dries, wash 
the toy with warm water until no 
more paint can be washed off. For 
a smooth finish, polish toys with 
a soft cloth dipped in olive or salad

oil, or vaseline.

Dwarr TREES fill interesting niches in landscape 
plarting. In small, town-lot gardens, where an elm, oak, 
or maple would be out of proportion to the available space, 
the dwarf tree fits perfectly. Also in large open areas, where 
trees and larger shrubs do not give sufficient mass, dwarf 
trees serve admirably. 


Crab apples. The Flowering Crab family offers a wide 
range of ornamental types. The dwarfish Sargent Crab 
makes a ball 8 to 10 feet in diameter at maturity. Its 
flowers are white, followed by clusters of small red fruits. 
Because it looks so insignificant at planting time, this crab 
is all too often crowded into shrub beds where it cannot 
develop. It is especially good as an accent or corner group. 

One of the most popular crab apples is Malus floribunda, 
10 to 15 feet high, but still of a spreading bushlike form. 
Its flowers come out red and turn pink-to-white. Under 
the names Malus scheideckeri, eleyi, niedzwetzkyana, thetfera, 
and baccata you'll get massive shrub-trees growing to 20 
feet high. Their flowers range from red to white, and their 
fruits are yellow, green, and various shades of red. Each 
makes a huge bouquet. 

The Bechtel Crab grows 15 to 20 feet high, has large 
deep-pink double flowers but no fruit. Wild Sweet Crab 
(M. coronaria) grows like a tree of 20 to 30 feet. It has a very 
fragrant single pink blossom. Its apples are greenish yellow, 
rather large, and they make excellent jelly. Toringo Crab 
(M. Sieboldi) has an attractive fruit and grows in perfect 
tree form. The flower is white and the edible fruits are 
bright red. 

One of the most slender and upright crabs is listed as 
Malus spectabilis flora plena. It is considered the Bolleana 
poplar of the crabs and fits perfectly in narrow spaces. It 
has pink double flowers on its upright branches, but its 
large green fruit is not very attractive. Dolgo Crab is really 
a fruit tree, but its neat and upright form, its bright green 
foliage, its greenish bark, and its large and brilliant red 
fruit recommend it for ornamental planting. 

Crab apples may be trimmed, even severely if necessary. 
In general culture they’re like apples—and as easy. They’re 
subject to some of the same insects and diseases. Scale and 
aphids can be controlled by spraying. Fireblight must be 
cut out immediately upon detection. 


Dogwoods, too. The large-flowering dogwood (Cornus 
florida), with its showy white flowers, is a well-known and 
much-liked dwarf tree. By selection and pruning you can 
get either a spreading bell-shaped mass with [ Turn fo next page

several stems, or a slender upright 
tree with a single trunk. 

Do not plant dogwoods in boggy 
areas. They will tolerate a rather 
dry soil but not extreme drouth be- 
cause they are shallow rooted. Dog- 
woods do better on the side of a hill 
than at the top. They will grow and 
thrive in the shade, but will not 
bloom much until a branch manages 
to poke itself out into the sunlight. 
If planted on the north side and 
close to a building, they will bloom 
well only after they have pushed up 
and out beyond the shadow line. 

Red Flowering Dogwood (Cornus 
florida rubra) is particularly showy 
against a white house, but it loses its 
effect near red brick. A double form 
of the white dogwood produces 
white flowers that look much like 
gardenias. 

Kousa Dogwood is an oriental 
form with waxy white flowers which 
come in June. Its leaves are large 
and a bright green, and it has spe- 
cial value because the white flowers 
often miss injury by frost when earlier 
kinds are bitten. 


Hawthorns. [n the big Hawthorn 
family (Crataegus) the American 
forms generally have thick stubby 
thorns and rather large leaves, while 
English forms usually have small 
thorns and small glossy leaves. The 
Washington Thorn (C. cordata) is a 
refined American type. Planted in 
the open it is treelike and grows to 
about 20 feet. It can be used singly, 
in groups, or among other shrubs to 
give height; it is effective as a tall 
hedge. When sheared, the Washing- 
ton Thorn makes a wall of bright 
green foliage which colors up a good 
red in the fall. 

Downy Hawthorn (Crataegus mol- 
lis) is quite in contrast to the Wash- 
ington Thorn. Its leaves are large 
and somewhat hairy, its thorns are 
short and stubby, its flowers white, 
and its fruit about the size of grapes, 
and bright red. Planted as a speci- 
men it grows very compact and 
makes an oval mass of slightly yel- 
low-green foliage. 

Scarlet Thorn (Crataegus oxycantha) 
is a common form of English Haw- 
thorn. Its small foliage is smooth, 
and glossy, its flowers white, its fruit 
medium sized and dull red. It grows 
into a perfectly shaped ball-like tree 
20 feet high. A close relative, Paul’s 
Scarlet Thorn (C. oxycantha pauli) is 
a popular small tree. Its flowers and 
small berries are red. 

These members of the hawthorn 
family are fairly good representa- 
tives. Hawthorns need the same care 
as apple trees, and they are hosts to 
about the same insects. 


Golden-rain. The Golden-rain Tree 
(Koelreuteria paniculata), an interest- 
ing small tree from China, has large 
spikes of creamy white flowers and 
later the same spikes are covered 
with bladdery fruits about an inch 
across. The foliage is glossy and has 
a bluish cast. This color and its neat, 
compact growth make it a good tree 
for.specimen use where heights up to 
25 feet are needed.

For those extra Christmas pack- 
ages—the little ones that come after 
you’ve planned your War Bond 
gifts—you’ll find wrappings right in 
your own home. No need to ask the 
stationer for more than your fair 
share. 

Perky little figured packages can 
be created from rolls of leftover wall- 
paper, can be trimmed and sealed 
with bits of ready-pasted borders. If 
you’ve no leftover wallpaper of your 
own, your dealer probably has odd 
rolls remaining which would no 
more than paper two sides of a door 
but which you can buy for bedecking 
half a dozen gifts. 


Boxes wrapped in thatstarry ceil- 
ing paper, in the nursery pattern 
with ‘blue and red Mother Goose 
figures on it, and in the flowered, 
bedroom pattern will make a lively 
array under the Christmas tree. Be a 
litle more gentle in folding wall- 
paper around box corners than you 
are with tissue.

For more novelty in “To and 
From” cards and holiday stickers, 
cut up your dust-collecting, space- 
filling supply of old greeting cards. 
The bright figures and frosty scenes 
that made them “too pretty to throw 
away” will do a lot toward indi- 
vidualizing wrappings. You can 
easily choose an appropriate decora- 
tion from a row of cards. Cut out a 
cherub, angel, or cuddly kitten; 
either paste it on the package to hold 
folds together, or insert the tying 
ribbon thru a slit in the cutout, on 
which you'll write your gift message. 


Save wrappings from the gifts 
that come to you. If tissue is only a 
little wrinkled, you can press it with 
a slightly warm iron for re-use. Other 
tissue makes soft stuffing for rattly 
packages to be mailed, for shoes that 
stand in your closet, for hats that 
wait in a box. Folded in garments 
that must cross the country in your 
traveling bag, tissue will minimize 
the wrinkles.
